Allies Determined to Win, 
Rulers Tell King George 


LONDON, Aug. 6.—Answers.to the 
telegrams he sent to. the heads of 
various allied rations on the sécond 
anniversary of Great Britain’s entry 
into the war have been received by 
King George. ‘The message from 
Emperor Nicholas’ of Russia, dated 
at General Headquarters, said: “TI 
am equally determined that we in 
Russia shall make good the sacrifices 
which ‘my brave troops and people 
have given to a just cause, which 
will bring the reward we seek, and 
that the peace for which we fight 
shall be secured by complete victory 
over our enemies.” 

From the, Emperor of Japan the 
following was received: ‘‘ After all 
the trials of the great defensive bat- 
tle, the indomitable armies of the 
Allies are now marching forward, 
steadily and successfully, on all 
fronts. I beg your Majesty to be- 
eve. I,.am entirely in accord with 
you in the strong determination to 
carry on the struggle until our com- 
mon cause for right anf freedom 
shall be fully vindicated.” 

The message from King Peter of 
Serbia said he had received with 
satisfaction the fresh testimony of 
an “inflexible determination to bring 
about the triumph of the noble 
cause.”

I happened to sée the Kaiser emerzing 
from the Chancellor's palace after the 
conferences, He looked in fine trim 
physically, browned, and in high good 
spirits as he bowed. acknowledgment to 
the homage and lusty hurraha of the 
small crowd of Berliners that quickly 
gathered. when the. news was yasegs 
that the Kaiser was.coming, 

The Kaiser’s shift from east to.west 
is generally. interpreted as indicating 
that Rumania and the great Russian 
offensive have now sunk to secondary 
importance, and that the centre of mili- 
tary gravity is again shifting westward. 

Sofia dispatches say that ail reports 
from Rumania in the last twenty-four 
hours unanimously agree that the Ru- 
manian crisis may safely be regarded as 
passed and that Rumania will not give 
up her watchful waiting neutrality for 
the present at least. 

Responsiblé political circles in Sofia 
had continued despite the alarming 
néws of the last week to view the Ru- 
manian situation. calmly and doubted 
that Rumania would enter the war be- 
fore decisive; or at least. highly. im- 
portant events took place in the Eastern 
theatre of war.. Despite this improve- 
ment in the situation, however, Bul- 
garia is continuing to watch Rumania 
closely, taking no chances. Well in- 
formed circles in Sofia attribute Ru- 
mania’s hesitation about taking -he 
plunge into the world war to the fact

PETROGRAD, Aug. 6.—Since the loss 
of Brody by the Austrians and the suc- 
cessful operations of the Russians 
against the Germans, which resulted in 
their gaining the whole of the line along 
the Stokhod and the capture of several 
fortified villages considerably west of 
this river on the direct route to Kovel, 
the situation on the Russian General 
Brusiloff’s front has remained virtually 
unaltered. 

The Russians by no ‘means have lost 
control of the initiative, but another 
wave of most energetic German resist- 
ance has set in, and the newly or- 
ganized German army, which is com- 
posed of all available reserves and fresh 
recruits, has undertaken the task of 
changing its tactics from passive re- 
sistance to a most active counteroffen- 
sive. Field Marshal von Hindenburg’s 
personal direction of the operations in 
this field is quite apparent, but it is 
not thought possible by the Russian ob- 
servers, that he can more than check 
temporarily the advance of the Russian 
forces upon Kovel. 

Captured Positions Consolidated. 

The Russians have succeeded in con- 
solidating all the positions they won in

Mean 
time the Russians, by gaining control of 
the northern part of the Stokhod, wheré 
it crosses the Pinsk marshes, seemingly 
have effectively eliminated all danger of 
further flank attacks by the Germans 
and are now in a position to continue 
their progress along the direct routes to 
Kovel without fear of the possible en- 
circling of their right wing. 

The Austrians, concentrating on the 
roads to Lemberg, are endeavoring to 
hold their opponents tn the region of the 
Sereth River, a few miles southwest of 
Brody. The Russians have already 
scored minor successes in this continua- 
tion of the Brody battle, but the strong 
Austrian defense leaves the outcome in 
doubt. 

The extreme southern flank of the 
Austrian forces under General Pflanzer, 
which were so badly shattered after the 
fall of Czernowitz, has been partially 
reorganized and is making a new attack 
upon the left wing of General Brusiloff'’s 
forces in the region southwest of Kuty. 
This attack, however, is by small num- 
bers of men, and. military observers 
seem to think there is slight hope of 
their effecting any real change in the 
situation. 

Official Version of Sereth Victory. 


The War Office today made the fol- 
lowing announcement: 

South of Brody, on the banks of 
the Rivers Graberka and Sereth, ob- 
stinate fighting continued during the 
whole day for the possession of vil- 
lages and heights. The ehemy of- 
fered determined resistance and made 
several counter attacks. In the streets 
of the villages fierce fighting took 
place and it was necessary to drive 
the enemy out from house to house. 

Our attack was crowned with suc- 
cess, all counter attacks of the 
enemy being repelled and his resist- 
ance. broken. Our troops have 
taken the villages of Zvyjin, Ratische, 
Tchistopady, Meidzigory, Gnidava 
and Zalvoce and the entire ridge of 
heights between them. One of our 
gallant Cogsack regiments made a 
cavalry attack on an enemy infantry 
battery to the southwest. In these 
engagements ninety-five officers and 
more than 3,000 men were taken pris- 
oner.

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Lord Wimborne Is Reappointed 
As Lord Lieutenant of Ireland 





LONDON, Aug. 6.—Baron Wimborne 
has been reappointed Lord Lieutenant 
of Ireland. 


Lord Wimborne succeeded the Earl of 
Aberdeen as Lord Lieutenant of Ireland 
in 1915, the appointment dating from 
Feb. 17.of that year. His occupancy of 
the position was without incident ‘until 
the outbreak of the revolt in Dublin last 
April, for which he was at first held 
to blame, and tendered his resignation 
in consequence. 

Before the Royal Commission, under 
Baron Hardinge, appointed to inquire 
into the Sinn Fein upriging he with 
some spirit disclaimed any responsibility 
for the failure of the authorities to 
guard against it. He said that since 
the Chief Secretary for Ireland, Augus- 
tine Birrell, had dislodged the Lord 


Lieutenant in the Cabinet the Lord Lieu- 
tenant’s powers. had been entirely 
usurped by the Chief Secretary and the 
Under Secretary, his own functions be- 
ing confined to unsolicited adVice and 
= representation, which he said 


had been ignored. He was exonerated 
by the Royal Commission, who placed 
the blame squarely on the Chief Secre- 
tary, with the result that Mr. Birrell 
stepped down and out. Lord Wim- 
borne’s resignation was not accepted by 
the Cabinet, :

land by a Home Rule Parliament during 
the war, which was accepted ‘by the 
Nationalist leader John Redmond and 
by Sir Edward Carson for the men of 
Ulster, the Castle Government, which 
Premier Asquith himself had, character- 
ized as hopelessly inadequate, vous 
have been abolished.

FIRED ON 3 U-BOATS 


The Re d'Italia, Chased Seven 
Hours in Mediterranean, Sent 
15 Shots at Her Foes. 





ONE APPEARED TO SINK 





Three American Passengers Owe 
Lives to Forced Speed and 
Cannonade of Gunner Ugo. 





The Italian steamship Re d'Italia of 
the Lloyd Sabaudo Line, which arrived 
late yesterday from Genoa, is the first 
merchant vessel to reach New York 
belonging to a belligerent nation that 
has fought off a submarine attack with 
her guns on the high seas. 

Captain Amedeo Pinceti, who is only 
34 years old, and who holds the rank 
of Commander in the Italian Navy, said 
the lives of the three American pas- 
sengers on board and the 102 members 
of the crew were saved solely through 
the skill with which Andreini Ugo, a 
seaman gunner, directed the fire of two 
three-inch quick-firing guns, which are 
mounted to port and starboard of the 
Re d'Italia on her upper deck aft. 

Fifteen shots were fired.altogether at 
three submarines, which were in sight 
at 9:45 A. M., on Sunday, July 23, and 
Captain Pincet! and his 
the third shel! ‘that.

IMPERILED BY FIRE 


Blaze Starts in Paper Storage 
Room, Melting Rollers of 
the Five Presses. 





STAFF DRIVEN TO STREET 





Morning Editions Printed at The 
Evening Mail—Repairs to be 
Made Early Today. 





Fire in the paper storage room of 
The New York Sun, 150 Nassau Street, 
juat below Spruce Street, melted the 
roliers on the five newspaper presses 
last night, making them temporarily 
useless. This morning’s issue was run 
off on the presses of The Evening Mail 
at 203 Broadway. 

So great a volume of smoke filled the 
district that crowds returning from 
Coney Island and others at Brooklyn 
Bridge. became excited, and reserves 
from the Oak Street Police Station, 
under Captain Mahoney, were called to 
preserve ‘order. 

At about 9 o'clock last night Philip 
Crane, the Sun building watchman, 
smelled smoke while making his rounds. 
He told Henry Schultz, engineer of the 
building, and they started an investi- 
gation,. trecirig the smoke to the. sub- 
ment, where Paper was stored.

_ The fire was extinguished after a half 
hour fight, and then it was found that 
there was about nine inches of water in 
the pressroom, and that the heat had 
melted the rollers of the presses. The 
available supply of paper, some of which 
would have been used for this morning’s 
paper, was damaged by fire and water,

SIX MORE SHIPS SUNK ;

Two British Vessels Torpedoed

Head of Third Avenue Co., Now 
Abroad, Says He Gave No 
Arbitration ‘Pledge.

LONDON, Aug. 6.—Frederick w. 
Whitridge, President. of the Third 
Avenue -Railway-: Company. and the 
Union Railway Company of New York, 
sent to The Associated Press today from 
Pitlochry, -Scotland,.a message denying 
that he ever had agreed: to arbitrate 
differences with the employes of his 
company. 

“It is not the fact,” said Mr. Whit- 
ridge in his message, ‘‘ that I have at 
any time made any such agreement as 
you say the Public Service Commission 
charges me with having violated or 
forgotten.” 

At a hearing on street car conditions 
fin New York on Friday, Chairman Os- 
car 8S. Straus of the Public Service Com- 
mission charged Mr. Whitridge with 
being responsible for the strikes on his 
system because of his violation of an 


agreement to arbitrate. Mr. Straus 
said: 

‘“‘It appears that President Frederick 
W. Whitridge of the Third Avenue sys- 
tem in 1913 entered into an agreement 


with the men on the Yonkers and West-. 


chester lins that all differences be- 
tween them be arbitrated; and that even 
the question of whether or not a dif- 
ferenec at issue was arbitrable should 
also be submitted to arbitration.

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POLICE GIVE UNION 
FREEDOM OF CARS 


Strikers May Solicit Motormen 
-and Conductors to: Quit if 


























Police, Mobilized at 100 Danger 
Points, Find No Riots to Quell 
—Ready to Guard 600 Cars. 





Frank» Lord, Deputy Police Commis- 
sioner, told striking motormen and con- 
ductors at“a mass meeting in Lyceum 
Hall, Eighty-sixth Street and Third 
Avenue, yesterday that they had the 
right to board street cars to seek re- 
cruits for the carmen’s union. He said 
that so long as solicitation was carried 
on without threats or intimidation or 
hindrance to operation policemen on the 
cars would not interfere with. repre- 
sentatives of the union. Mr. Lord’s an- 
nouncement was greeted with a cheer 
plainly heard in the stteet. 

““ The police,” he said, ‘‘ are compelled 
to recognize the rights ofall; of the 
companies, of passengers, and of the 
union. If passengers ride on cars they 
are entitled to protection, and if the 
company can get men to run these cars 
it. is the duty of the police to protect 
them also. . 

** But the police are not on the cars to 
prevent members of the union from 
boarding cars. You have just as much 
right to ride on these cars as anybody, 
and there is nothing to prevent you 
from asking motormen and conductors 
to join your organization. The police- 
men on these cars are not there to 
hinder you from endeavoring peacefully 
to carry on your work. They are there 
merely to see that there is no troouble, 
that passengers are protected, and that 
those who want to work may do so 
without molestation.” 

The Deputy Commissioner praised the 
strikers for refraining from violence, He 
said there had been no real rioting and 
few outbreaks. 


Strong-Arm Men Eliminated. 


“Two policemen are now riding on 
the cars of the New York Railways 
Company,” he said. ‘‘The cars are being 
amply protected, and if motormen and 
conductors continue to quit it will. be 
because they want to quit and not 
because they are being intimidated.” 

Strong-arm men, Mr. Lord said, had 
very largely been eliminated from the 
strike situation. 

*t These Chinatown Johnnies are willing 
to work any place where they can smell 
money,” he said, “but we are deter- 
mined to hustle them out. Violence will 
not do the carmen’s union any good. 
If some irresponsible person strikes 
some man over the head, the blame will 
fall on you, and the act will be widely 
advertised. It is therefore to your’ in- 
terest to keep order and to conduct 
this strike in*an orderly way.” 

Strong details of policemen, mobilized 
at a hundred or more focal points from 
which they could be rushed to. probable 
scenes of strike trouble were on duty 
all day yesterday, but found little to do. 
The strikers seemed to be heeding. the 
counsel of their ledders not to alienate 
public sympathy by deeds of violence.

The Queens 
service was shut down again at dark, 
after the company had operated about 
one-third of fits cars through the day. 
The crowds at the beaches and resorts 
in Queens were cut to about one-fourth 
the usual Sunday number, and few 
stayed after the car service had ended.

There 
was a marked decrease in travel to New 
Jersey and Long Island north of Brook- 
lyn, and to the resorts about Manhattan, 
not reached by subway or elevated. The 
stay-at-homes made it easy for the

LOW CARD IS EASY. 
AT YAN CORTLAND 


Short Length of Public Links 
Partly Explains Barnes's - 
Recent 276 Score. 


The.’ Varying conditions ‘under whitch 
golf tournaments are played. makes ‘it 
almost ridiculous to speak of records, 
and nothing emphasizes this as much as 
the heralded world’s record mark of. 276 
strokes for seventy-two holes of medal 
play, set by Long Jim Barnés of. White- 
Marsh Valley in winning the recent Van 
Cortlandt Park open tournament. As 
far as the mathematics of the feat goes, 
it is probably the lowest score ever made 
in four. consecutive rounds of open 
tournament play, but there is nothing 
about the. performance to indicate that 
the quality of the golf was as marvelous 
as the size, or lack of size, of the score. 
’ The Van Cortlandt links is 5,340 yards 
tn length.. Every other Hnks over which 
the important tournaments: are played 
for the full eighteen-hole distance is 
between 6,000 and 6,500 yards long. The 
average pdr'on a’ fairly ‘hard course is’ 
72 strokes,;- whereas the Van Cortlandt! 
par is 68, giving the player an advanta:e | 
of four strokes for each round over 
courses like Baltusrol, Myopia, Merion, 
and Nassau. Adding-sixteen strokes to 
the score made by Barnes would give 
him’ a*total-of 200 for the four rounds, 
just -what he made in the national open 
championship. at Minikahda,. and four 
strokes over the mark made by Chick 
Evans in winning the ‘title. Adding to 


this the fact that 68 is a very liberal 
par.for Van Cortlandt, inasmuch as 
there are many par four holes that 
yield more threes than fours to the 
average professional, five par four holes 
being-under the. 300-yard distance, it is 
more.than probable that Barnes played 
a better game at Mintkahda than: he did 
at Van Cortlandt, 

The Minikahda course is 6,150 yards 
long with a par of 72. With almost the 
same field of players competing ‘the 
breaking of the 70 mark at Minneapolis 
was a feat worth ‘noting and celebrating, 
whereas at Van Cortlandt there were so 
many scores between 66 and 70 that the 
enumeration of them becomes monoton- 
ous, Chick Evans-made a single round 
of 62 somé years ago on the Ravenswood 
links, and although this is the lowest 
mark made over an eighteen-hole course 
in this country, it is not by any means 
recognized as a high-class performance 
like the winning of the national open 
championship with a score of 286. 

There is only one par 5 hole at Van 
Cortlandt, the 485-yard ninth, and most 
of the professionals found no difficulty 
‘nm reaching the green in two strokes. 
On many of the par 4 holes the long 
hitters drove to the greens with regu- 
iarity.. It- is ahnost impossible to com- 
pare scores made under these conditions 
with the cards turned in at Minikahda 
in the national or at Garden City in 
the. metropolitan open © championship. 
Barnes, who has been playing remark- 
ably well all season, played a fine game 
and led the field. but a world’s record 
should. he estnblished by the excellency 
of the play. not by the favoring condi- 
tions. Yith this in mind, the Van Cort- 
landt mark of 276 will hardly be recog- 
nized as the result of the greatest golf 
ever played on the terrestrial planet. 

There were some really great per- 
formances, at the Van Cortlandt tourna- 
ment that seem to have been overlooked 
in the excitement. In setting the record 
of 66 for the course, Bob McDonald of 
Buffalo made the first nine holes in 32. 
The record of 6 was-not so much jin 
itaelf,, EJmer Lov m At-once in-a 
match-play round for the city cham- 
pionship some years.ago, and the same 
player equaled it. in t amateur-pro- 
fessional four-ball contest on the 
preceding the opening of.the tourna- 
ment, but as McDonald's mark was 
made in actual medal play competition 
it will stand as the record. The 32 for 
the first half of the journey was a re- 
markable score for the Buffalo golfer, 
because the first nine-hole distance of 
the Van Cort'andt course is nearly, if 
not quite, as lonz as the ovtward jour- 
nev on manv other links. The distance 
is 2,925 yards, and in setting the mark 
of 32 the big-Scotchman performed the 
following feats; He made the 267-yard 
r ole in 3,.the-267-yard fourth hole 
in’2, the 415<y sixth -hote-in’ 3. the 
206-yard seventh holé in 38. and finished 
with his 32, although he lost a stroke 
to par by taking a 5 on the second hole. 

Another exceptional performance was 
the 68 made by the one-armed golfer 
fromthe Essex County Country Club. 
Louis. Martucci. Under any: conditions 
a 68 is creditable, but to make it with 
a single arm is a feat that stumps 
even the Imag'nation of most denizens 
of the links. Still another feat worthy 
of more than passing notice was the 
perfotmance of Pat Doyle, who, sup- 
posedly under safe guard and flat on 
his back in a hospital cot, stole past 
his warders and evaded. pursuit long 
enough to get in two rounds of 68 each, 
leading the field with Jim Barnes for 
the first day’s play. His steadiness un- 
der the conditions was the wonder of 
those who knew the hand'cap under 
which the former Mvopia_ professional 
was playing, and, although his cards 
of 34, 84—68; 34, 84—68, may be equaled 
for steadiness, it is not probable that 
thev will ever be excelled. 

Although the 276 by Barnes will not 
be recognized as a world’s record, there 
is a mark only two strokes higher, 
made on an American course, that gets 
serious consideration as.a criterion by 
which all other American play may be 
judeed. This is the record of 278 
strokes for seventy-two holes of tourna- 
ment play made by MacDonald Smith 
in the metropolitan open championship 
at Scarsdale in 1914. At the time he 
made this mark the young Scotchman 
was plaving. one of the greatest games 
of golf that this country has ever seen, 
ant although the Scaradale course is 
not one of the most difficult fn the 
country, it is of regulation length and 
a fair test of golf. The only other 
marks. that approach this on £ 
courses are a 279 made by Harry Var- 
don in 1918 on_a German links, a. 288 
made by J. D. Edgar in the oven cham- 
pionship ‘of France at Le Touquet in 
1914. and the made by Chick Evans 
in the recent, national open champton- 
ship at Minikahda. :

ACTION BY BAKER LIKELY 


Field Medical Service Along Mex- 
ican Border is.in Charge — 
of Militia Officers. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—In the ab- 
serice of Secretary of. War Baker, who 
is at Fort. Monroe, Va., witnessing tar- 
get practice with big guns, officials. of 
the War Department today declined to 
make any statemént that might be re- 
garded as authoritative concerning the 
charges of General McCoskry Butt of 
the reserve list of the New York National 
Guard that his son, Private Robert Mc- 
Coskry Butt of the Seventh New York 
Regiment, had not received proper med- 
ical attention when. he was ill of typhoid 
fever on the Mexican border. . Officers 
on duty with the War Department. said, 
however, that if General Butt placed his 
charges before the department they 
would be investigated. 

While it was announced recently that 
the War Department would not inves- 
by gene newspaper stories gts lack 
of medical attention to sick guardsmén, 
the department has followed the prac- 
tice of sending telegrams of inquiry to 
the proper officers at border points 
when its attention has been called to 
pablishea complaints of this character. 

‘o action was taken today, however, 
with regard to General Butt’s com- 

laint, but it Is expected that Secre- 
ary Baker will take cognizance of Gen- 
eral Butt’s statements when he returns 
tomorrow by calling on Major Gen. Fun- 
ston for a report. In that event the 
course. of General Funston will be to 
refer the order to Majot Gen. O’Ryan., 

From what was said in army circles 
tonight, it -was apparent that army men 
believe that in an investigation of Pri- 
vate. Butt’s case any blame would fall 
on National Guard medical officers, and 
not on the Medical Corps of the United 
States Army. The explantion was that 
the National Guard organizations took 
with them their own medical officers, 
who ve attention to the guardsmen in 
field hospitals. Army medical officers, 
it was said, were stationed at base hos- 
pitals. 

It was indicated by army officials 
this evening that the allegations of 
General Butt that his sonn had been 
kept in Texas, instead of being sent 
home, on account of delays incident to 
red tape methods, would also be in- 
vestigated if General Butt reiterated 
these — in a communication to 
Secretary aker. 

The War Department seldom makes 
public the result of its investigations of 
complaints regarding treatment of na- 
tional guardsmen unless there have been 
newspaper statements concerning : spe- 
cific cases. One of these cases involved 
the death of Private Clinton Healy of 
the Twenty-third New York Regiment, 
a Brooklyn boy. A letter in a news r 
alleging that young Healy had died 
from lack of medical attention was the 
basis of a letter from Healy's father 
to the Adjutant General of the Army 
asking for an investigation. In a re- 
port made by Major General O’Ryan a 
record was presented of the medical 
treatment received by Private Healy, 
which indicated, army authorities said, 
that there had been no lack of care in 
his case. 

‘General Butt’s statement. in Tue Times 
today charged that ‘‘ newspaper corre- 
spondents who have dared tell the truth 
about the lack of hospital arrangements 
and papenres and other shortcomings are 
officially dubbed liars,” and “a later 
impartial inyestigation may, however, 
prove who deserve the title of liars.”” . * 

This was f reference to a telegram 
sent to the War Department recently ‘by 
Major General Funston, saying that a 
‘*‘ carnival of. lying '’ was being indulged 
in by newspaper correspondents with 
State troops along the Mexican border. 
It was said at the same time by officers 
at the War Department that while there 
had been many exaggerations in dis- 
patches of correspondents with State 
troops the metropolitan press had been 
free from this sort of thing, and the 
complaint of General Funston could not 
be applied to the correspondents on the 
border as representatives of most of the 
big daily newspapers.

More em- 
phasis might well have been given to 
the fact that only in a hospital, for a 
great majority of cases, can the pa- 
tient who survives have the treatment 
which may prevent deformity. 

We are inclined to think that Com- 
missioner EMERsON’s estimate of 2,000 
paralytic cripples out of 5,000 is. not 
large enough. Some authorities would 
increase it by 50 per cent. It may be 
noted that of about 10,000 crippled pa- 
tients treated last year at the largest 
of our orthopaedic hospitals 8,000 had 
béen made cripples by infantile pa- 
ralysis. 

Our leading authority in the field of 
orthopaedic surgery says many of 


these would have avoided the crip- 


pling deformity if they had been 
treated properly at the very beginning, 
during the first few weeks of illness. 
Theré are physicians who are not fa- 
miliar with the treatment required. A 
large majority of patients can have it 
only in hospitals, and in these there 
should be a uniformity of practice, 
based upon the instructions of thosé 
whose eminence and ability are recog- 
nized.

Their kind of heroism is not so extrav- 
agantly praised as some other kinds of 
Irish héroism; but Moran and DEvLiIn 
and their kind give their lives not for 
Ireland’s past but for her future.

CIVIC PROGRESS IN MUSIC. 

Among the most noticeable and en- 
couraging features, from a social and 
cultural point of view, in New York 
during the préséent Summer have béen 
thé popular concerts given in Mad- 
ison Squaré Garden to audiences in 
some cases of 8,000 or more by the 
Civic Orchestral Sociéty at prices 
fanging from’ 10 cents to 75 cents.

THE RAILWAY CRISIS. 

The result of the ballot upon. the 
question of a strike by the train 
service employés of the United States 
will be formally announced tomorrow. 
Informally, it is alréady known that the 
men are almost. unanimous in favor of 
giving their representatives power to 
take some forward action in a contro- 
versy which has reached the stage of 
disagreement. Both parties believe 
themselves right and are resolved 
against making any concession. Nev- 
ertheless, one of the union délegates 
declared Saturday: “The railroads 
“don’t want a strike, we don't want a 
“strike, and the public doesn’t want a 
“ strike.” 
the situation. 

Before the nineties the usual unit 
in a railway strike was a company, 
the largest unit was a railway sys- 
tem, a single class of workers was 
customarily involved. Since the nine- 
ties the workers of various classes 
have combined against the rail- 
ways at first of a section of the 
country and later of ajl the country. 
There have been a dozen of these con- 
certed strikes of many classes of rail- 
way workmen against many railways 
within twenty years, but this is the 
greatest of all. Also it is the most 
ruthless. The men have no hesita- 
tion in saying that they care nothing 
for any extremity of distress by any- 
body, and they will not even arbitrate 
their demands. Unconditional surren- 
der by the railways, and through them 
by the country, is their ultimatum. 
This is syndicalism in effect if not in 
form. The railways cannot stop alone. 
If the railways stop, all industry must 
stop. Very soon only the rich could 
eat. 

‘When a railway strike of smaller 
dimensions occurred in France the 
Government declared martial law 
throughout the republic, took over the 
railways, ordered the strikers into the 
public service, and broke the strike 
forthwith. The Ministry in Parlia- 
meént ‘declared that. the necessitiés of 
the casé°*madeit unimportant whether 
or not there was law for their action, 
and public opinion sustained them. 
Thus what seemed a crisis for the peo- 
ple was turned into a crisis for the 
strikers, and ended in their humilia- 
tion. In France the principle is es- 
tablished that “public servants must 
“be réquired to discharge their duties 
“regularly and without Interruption.” 

The traction strike has illustrated 
the need of such a principle locally. 
The threatened railway strike illus- 
trates the need for it nationally. This 
is not an original or novel re- 
mark. It is a remark which has 
been made officially, and without 
receiving the attention it deserved. In 
the award of the Van Hise Commission 
respecting the demands of the en- 
gineers in 1912, it is said that there are 
only two reliances to cure such situa- 
tions. One is the restraining force of 
public opinion. The other is thus set 
forth: 

A strike in the army or navy is mu- 
tiny and is universally punished as 
such. The sanie principle is applied to 
seamen because of the public necessity 
involved. A strike among postal clerks, 
as among the teachers of our public 
schools, would be unthinkable. In all 
these cases the employment, to bor- 
row a legal phrase, is affected with a 
public use, and this of necessity quali- 
fies the right of free concerted action 
which exists in private employments. 
However, if the principle be accepted 
that there are certain classes of service 
thus affectéd with a public interest, 
and men who enter thém are not free 
concertedly to quit the service, then 
these men must be guarded in the mat- 
ter of wages and conditions by public 
protection. 

It is to be hoped that the lesson will 
be learned this time. The public can- 
not help remarking that they are bet- 
ter served by thé cofporations which 
they have hobbled and crippled than 
by the unions which they have spoiled 
by. their sympathy. Thé corporations 
work piecework, unlimited hours, un- 
der strict regulation of their charges, 
and without .control of _their costs. 
Every harm is against them. Arbi- 
trators find against them and lawmak- 
ers unceasingly mdke laws against 
them. No wonder the untons presumé 
upon their privileges and put no limit 
to their demands. They cause to be 
pessed laws requiring railway funds 
to bé squandered which might better 
be spent in serving the public or even 
in raising wages above the economic 
limit. . They declare in statutes passed 
for their benefit that they can do no 
wrong when they act like conspirators 
in restraint of trdde, and that the 
procéegéses used against capitalist male- 
factors shall not be used against 
unions when they transgress the law. 
Buch conduct has led to @ climax pash 
all reason.

So long as the traction. men 
and the railway men fulfill their public 
dutied their complaints should be pa- 
tiently inquired into and full, justice 
done them. But if they venture to 
strike, sympathy will be, or at least 
ought to. be, transferred. to the com- 
panies. They will seem to be the. ser- 
vants of the public, and the strikers 
the public enemy, who must be con- 
quered :because they cannot be rea- 
soned with. They can hardly appreci- 
até the enormity of their position that 
they have been discriminated against 
in previous arbitrations, and that this 
time they will arbitrate only on their 
terms, and will have nothing to do 
with the companies’ proposal to sub- 
mit to arbitration of the entire issue, 
or to the award of the Interstate Com- 
The rule of the financial 
trusts has been brought within the rule 
of reason, despite unlimited wealth and 
more intelligence than the unions have, 
which is not small. The unions, too, 
hire their law by the year, and have 
the strength which comes from the 
massing of millions under a single con- 
trol. . 

But the people when they are 
aroused make their own laws, and 
they have a strength which makes the 
unions’ seem puny. The crisis which 
confronts the people and the railways, 
after all, is more a crisis for the unions. 
Will they be reasonable? Only on 
that basis can they retain that public 
sympathy which is their sole hope of

TOPICS OF THE TIMES. 


Not a few of the 
cruel deeds com- 
mitted by the Ger- 
mans in Belgium 
soon after the war 
began, though listed among “ atroc- 
ities ’’ by the English and French com- 
missions that investigated them, are 
admitted and justified by the Germans 
themselves as severitfes made necessary 
by attacks on German soldiers by Bel- 
gian civilians. The latter, it is claimed, 
were shot, as they deserved to be, be- 
cause they retained and used arms and 
so forfeited the immunities which 
would otherwise have been theirs as 
the non-belligerent part of the Belgian 
population. 

A reference in this column the other 
day to a Prussian law which not only 
permitted but commanded the civilian 
inhabitants of that Kingdom to resist 
invaders in exactly the way the Bel- 
gians were charged with resisting the 
Germans has brought to us several let- 
ters either denying or questioning the 
existence of such a law. Yet there is 
one, or what amounts to one, for in 
the ‘‘ Kriegsbrauch "’ issued by the Ger- 
man Great General Staff in 1892, re- 
published from the last Prussian edition 
of 1870,‘there appears under the head- 
ing, ‘‘Usages of War on Land,” a 
Section 111, which says: 

A rising of the inhabitants of a territory 
not under occupation who, on the approach 
of the enemy, spontaneously take up arms 
to resist the invading troops without having 
had time to organize theenaeives i# spoken 
of as a “levee en mass¢,’ Such inhabi- 
tants are recognized as having the privi- 
leges.of belligerent forces if * * °* they 
carry arms openly and conduct their opera- 
tions in accordance with the laws and cus- 
toms of war. 

Such civilians need not be under the 
command of a “responsible officer,” 
nor need they wear a “distinguishing 
sign,’’ but emphasis ig placed on the 
statement that such forces lose bellig- 
erent rights ‘in a territory already in- 
vaded.” This is puzzling, unless ‘‘al- 
ready invaded "’ is used in the sense of 
“occupied,” for otherwise .the civilians 

could do nothing after the invaders had 
set foot across the border, and that 
would be absurd. 

A footnote to this Section 111 says, 
significantly, in reference to the restric- 
tions on civilian fighters, ‘‘The fore- 
going rules of warfare are dictated by 
convenience, and a limit is set to in- 
conveniént methods only by the fear of 
reprisals."’ “Franc-tireur crimes”’ 
could go far under that rule without ex- 
ceeding the Prussian. ‘‘ custom.” 

A corresponding English regulation of 
civilians in war time reads: ‘“‘The right 
of an unjustly attacked people to de- 
fend hearth and home is héreby récog- 
nized.”

WOMAN’S NEW POSITION. 


Her Work in Europe a Big Step 
Toward Gaining Suffrage. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

I have read with interest and much amuse- 
ment the letter of F, L. Schmidt, Jr., telling 
your readers that his vote will not go to Mr. 
Hughes because he is in favor of granting 
the suffrage to the women of this country. 

I am an Englishman and have only re- 
cently arrived in this country, and, as one 
who is a keen supporter of woman suffrage, 
I am surprised that’ a voter. should change 
his politics simply because the candidate he 
intended to vote for supports the granting of 
political freedom to women. I know very 
little about the respective merits of either 
candidate, and it would be both foolish and 
impertinent of me to advise or attempt to 
advise any of your readers for whom to vote; 
but for an elector to oppose the granting of 
the vote to the women is, to us@ a strong 
term, criminal shortsightedness. 

In the terrible war in Europe the heroic 
and self-sacrificing work done by the women 
of England, France, and Germahy is a les- 
son Mr. Schmidt might well take to heart. 
And, curiously enough, it had to take a war 
to zhow England how foolish she has been In 
keeping back the franchise from her women. 
Surely your correspondent does not believe 
that woman must be subservient to man! 
And he will not believe in the prophecy of 
Schopenhauer—that the Western. World will 
suffer because it looks up to and gives women 
freedom! Why, the political freedom ‘ in- 
dulged ’’ in by Germany at this moment only 
compares favorably with that of England in 
1840, and, in my humble 6pinion, if the 
women had the diplomatic control of the 
nations now slaughtering themselves there 
certainly would not have been the European 
war, and if the women ruled Germany things 
would be much 4ifferent and Burope a much 
happier place than it is today.

In the tock Ot THe New Yorx ‘Suttat 
Times, in an article headed “ Colors of the 
Church Fieg,"’. the writer states that the 
national colors (red, white, and blue) come 
from the Church, and that “the colors were 
given to Moses when he was instructed by 
God as to the building of the Tabernacle.’

Roger Casement was a servant of the 
British Crown for many years, and 
accepted from the hands of the 
King honors and a_ pension. He 
was convicted under British law by a 
British jury of the crime of “high 
treason,” and no other verdict was pos- 
sible, for, according to that law, his 
“treason’’ was manifest, manifold, and, 
moreover, admitted by himself. That 
his trial was conducted fairly according 
to law no reasonable person will deny.|. 
The verdict of “ guilty "* entailed sen- 
tence of death upon the gallows, and 
that senténce has been carried out. The 
press dispatches tell us that— 

Two hours before the execution a crowd 
of men, women, and children gathered be- 
fore the prison gates. Twenty minutes be- 
fore Ca ted. the scaffold the 
great prison bell commenced to toll. The 
sound was greeted with cheers from the 
crowd mingled with some groans. * * * 
At one minute after 9 o’clock a single 
stroke on the big bell announced that the 
trap had béen sprung. It was the signal 
for a mocking, jeering yell from the crowd 
which suddenly died away into dead 
silence. 

It is not hard to imagine how upon 
the ear of the doomed man as he fell 
to .death there broke this roar ex- 
ultant In ratification of his punishment 
—a fitting farewell to the passing soul 
of a “ traitor,”’ was it not? 

Why then have we in this country not 
ratified in our own souls: the. verdict 
of the British court? Why did we hope 
that the sentence of the law might not 
be ‘wrought upon Casement’s. body? 
Why did that “‘ mocking, jeering yell "’ 
of the London crowd assembled at the 
doors of Pentonville jail wrench our 
hearts to instant loathing and revolt? 
Why ‘did we find ourselves akin in 
spirit with that “little group of about 
thirty IMNsh men and women” who, 
the same dispatches tell us, had as- 
sembled at the back of the prison? 
“When the dull clang of the prison bell 
announced that the doomed man had 
paid the last penalty this little group 
fell on their knees and remained for 
some minutes silently praying.’* 

Can we conceive that between the 
soul of. Benedict Arnold and ‘the soul 
of Roger Casement there is anything in 
common? 

I do not mean by “‘ we’’ merely those 
of us who because of birth or 
ancestry most keenly sympathize 
with Ireland’s sufferings and most 
vehemently desire for. her that fuli 
national life te which she as a 
nation -jointly aspires. I mean the 
great.-mass of. our ‘people who, deé- 
tached from the more poignant >»mo~ 
tions that some of ns féel, can and do 
weigh in the scales. of broad human 
justice those intangible things trans- 
cending the ken of court and statute 
book which finally determine the true 
and eternal worth of human acts.

from year to year, only its distribution; 
territorially and in time, is variable, 
owing to cosmic or local causes, and in 
this respect: small causes may produce 
great results, for do we not change our 
climate when we build a house or houses 
around us, and, may be, burn a few tons 
of coal in our furnace? 

The third general truth is that “ for- 

est ’ is a very loose term, which is used 
to describe very variable conditions. It: 
stands to reason that the dense crown 
cover of an old stand of broad-leaf tim- 
ber of the Eastern States is a different 
condition from the open, single tree, .con<. 
ifer stand of the semi-arid Rocky Moun- 
tain slope; that a cover of young growth 
must be different in effect from an old 
growth, &c. Hence, generalizations on 
“ forest ” influences are dangerous, for 
these must. be as variable as the forest 
conditions themselves. 

Becoming more spécific in the re- 
joinder, we will briefly refer to five of . 
the points made. 

1. The influence of a forest cover, and 
especially of the litter of the forest 
floor (if left unburned) on the soil, has 
been scientifically studied, and the re- 
sult of the study is the very opposite of 
what General Chittenden asserts: The 
soil under forest is more granular, more 
receptive of moisture, than an open field 
unless freshly plowed. The General's 
explanation of the weight of great trees 
pressing. down the.soil is singularly sim- 
ple—we are inclined to call it ridiculous. 
The mechanical interception of the rain-. 
drops. by, the foliage and, thé litter. pre- 
venting compacting of the soil, and the 
deep penetration of the roots explain the 
phenomenon of more ready penetration 
and percolation of water in forest soil. 

2. Our simple philosophy would: léad us 
to expect that owing to this influence on 
the soil the run-off is differently dis- 
tributed in the foreft from that in an 
open field or on a grassy slopé, more 
water being carried. off. subterraneously 
than over the surface, and this, - under 
given conditions, has been established by 
experiment as a fact.

Importance of a Scientific Investiga- 
tion of American Production. 


To the Editor of The New York Times: 

The article of Dr. George Ellery Hale, 
Chairman of the Organizing Committee 
of the National Research Council, in 
Tue Times of even date, is most inter- 
ésting. It is indeed time that some in- 
telligent and scientific body made a com- 
prehensive and scientific investigation of 
the latent possibilities for American 
manufacture and commerce. The re- 
markable growth of Germany, both as 
a commercial and as a_ military 
power, was due quite as much to the 
resourcefulness of the German scientist 
as to the boldness of the financier, the 
persistency of the trader, or to the or- 
ganizing ability of the manufacturer or 
soldier. In short, the German policy 
was and is io mobilize every inteliigent 
agent In the empire and to organize and 
co-ordinate all as directing forces for 
the good of the State. 

To be sufe, this is State socialism, 
and as a political policy may be accept- 
able neither to the regular Socialist nor 
to any other organized party, but it 
spells efficiency and progress if one is 
willing to surrender, to some degree at 
least, his political freedom. In this 
war England is obtaining astonishing 
tesults from the complete organization 
of her sources. 

For some months it has seemed to me 
that important results might be ob- 
tained, especially at presént, from a 
Close study and investigation of Améer- 
ican production or non-production of 
goods imported into the United States in 
quantities which havé décréaséd during 
this war, and I would like to suggest 
for the council, or other private investi- 
setors, the following linés of inquiry:

PUNISHING NATIONS. 


Questions Raised by Alleged Viola- 
tions of International Law. 


To the Editor of The New York Times; 

The “ judicial murder’ of Captain Fryatt, 
committéd by a German martial court, has 
provoked in the English Parliament a grave 
question as to whether Germany should not 
be punished after the war by being’ placed 
outside of the nations protected, by inter- 
national law, that is, to be proclaimed an 
outlaw country. Admitting for the sake of 
argument that Germany is guilty of that 
crime, one may question by what right Eng- 
land would make such a declaration. Is not 
international law silent on such a sub- 
ject? Again, what significance can such 
@ proclamation have after the war?. Would 
not that be too late, particularly in view of 
the fact that Germany, by the mouth of her 
Chancellor in the Reichstag beforé thé war, 


the neutrality of Belgium fof military rea-. 
sons, for necessity knows no laws? Has 
not that been an act of, true outlawry, a 
unique case in history? And ever since 
Germany has been marching in that liné, Her 
Zeppelins were killing men, Womén, and chil- 
dren in- the open towns of England, France, 
and elsewhére; her torpedo boats were send- 

ing to the sea bottom the Lusitania and 
many other passenger and merchant ships 
without warning, adding to al! these horrors 
the use of dsphyxiating gases and liquid fire.

SUFFRAGISTS ENTER 
_FIGHT FOR CONGRESS 
Official of National Association 
Hints at Opposition to Oppon- 
ents of Women’s Cause.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6.—Charies E. 
Hughes's declaration for woman suf- 
frage hag spurred the suffragist work- 
era to greater activity and it is ap- 
parent that they intend to make them- 
selves heard -in the national. political 
campaign. The Congressional Union for 
Woman Suffrage, which is affiliated 
with the new Woman's Party and be- 
lieves in taking sides in political con- 
tests where the matter of ‘‘ votes for 
women ’’ is involved, has been pressing 
candidates for elective offices to tell 
where they stand on the suffrage issue, 
but the National American Woman Suf- 
frage Association, the parent organiza- 
tion, has declined to take any stand 
that would indicate partisanship as 
between either of the two major politi- 
ca! parties. The National Association, 
however, today hade a mild entry into 
the political field through an announce- 
ment that contained the statement that 
the question of taking part in the forth- 
coming campaign would depend on the 
action of the association's convention, 
to be held in Atlantic City, next month. 

After Mre. Carrie Chapman Catt, 
President of the National American 
Woman Suffrage Association, had an 


interview with President Wilson last{g 


week she said that she would recom- 
mend to the convention that it preserve 
its non-partisan attitude. Mrs. Frank 
M. Roessing, Chairman of the National 
Association’s Congressional Committee, 
today announced that she had sent a 
letter to every candidate for Congress 
in which he was asked if he favored 
woman suffrage and whether, if elected, 
he would vote for the pending resolution 
to submit to ‘the States a Federal 
amendment to give women the vote. 

It was indicated. in Mrs. Roessing’s 
statement that the National Association 
would not fight Democratic candidates 
for re-election to Congress who had 


espoused the suffrage cause simply be- 
cause the Republican candidate for 
President had declared that women 


oa have the vote, but she hinted 
t there was no reason why asso- 
ciation should not oppose men, irre- 


spective of party, who had done every- 
thing to balk the’ plans of the advocates 
of suffrage 

The Congressional Union for Woma 
Suffrage, which is not now affiliated 
with the National Association, issued a 
statement tonight, in which it said that 
the Woman's Party was doing active 
work in political organizations in the 
twelve States where women. had the 
vote. The statement was based on a 
report made by Miss Doris Stevens, 
Chairman of the Organization Depart- 
ment, who was here today conferring 
with Miss Alice Paul, head of the Con- 
gressional Union. Miss Stevens left 
Washington tonight for Colorado Springs 
te attend the convention of the Woman’s 
Party, which will decide whether the 
party shall take sides as between the 

ublicans and the Democrats in the 
nati poqet olitfeal campaign. 
Mrs. Roessing’s letter to each 
dandilake for Congress was a blank 
form containing these questions: 

1. Are you in favor of woman suffrage? 

2. If elected, will you vote in Congress 
to submit to the States a Federal amend- 
ment se enfranchise the women of this 
country 


3. If @ inted on a committee in whose 
rt eas yo such an amendment should 
‘fe do all’ fn your power to ‘expe- 


dite the Pd of such a measure? 

When she was asked today if the Na- 
tional Association, which hes always 
been weno nonpartisan, would oppose 
every candid late for Congress who did 
not answer the questions to the satisfac- 
tion of the association, Mrs. Roessing 
gaid the course to be taken would de- 
pend on the action of the Atlantic City 
convention. 

*“‘It must be remembered,’’ said Mrs. 
Roessing, ‘‘that the utterances of Mr. 
Hughes do not bind all the Republican 
candidates for Congress or the Senate. 
We anticipate that many of them will 
follow the example of their leader and 
announce in their personal platforms 
their advocacy of the Fede amend- 
ment. We expect that Democratic can- 
didates in many States will also see 
the advisability of indorsing the Federal 
amendment, just as so many leading 
Democrats in both Senate and Hous 
have already done. There is no doub 
that the candidate who openly indorses 
Federal, as well as State action on 
woman suffrage, will have a big lead 
over candidates who fail to make their 
positions clear. 

‘Surely there is no reason why we 
should fight Democratic or Republican 
members of the House who are seeking 

re-election in cases where these nomi- 
nees did all they could to help us in 
our fight this Winter. Nor is there 
any reason why we should not oppose 
men, no matter what their party, who 
during the session have done everything 
they could to lk our plans,’’

SAVE WOMEN ON LADDERS 





Fumes -Fill Halig and Rooms of 
Bullding Covering a Block— 
Six Persons Overcome. 





An ammonia tank in the basement of 
the Hotel St, George, in Clark Street, 
between Henry and. Hicks Streets, 
Brooklyn, exploded early yesterday 
morning, while 500 guests were asleep. 
The. frightened occupants of the hotél 
Tan, scantily clad, to the halls, win- 
dows, and fire escapes, in an effort to | 
escape from the building, but many of 
them were driven back by the ammonia 
fumes. No fire followed the explosion, 
and when the excited men and women 
realized this the panic which took hold 
of them subsided. 

Six persons in the hotel réquired med- 
ical treatment. One was removed to the 
Long Island College Hospital. This was 
Robert McGill, an actor, whose throat 
and eyes were inflamed by the ammonia 
fumes, Others who were affected in the 
same way, although not so badly as 
McGill, were Mr. and Mrs. John Cromie, 
Miss Frances Sullivan, a private secre- 
tary; Miss Isabella Robertson, and Wal- 
ter Dunn, a publisher. In Mr. Dunn’s 
case the ammonia fumes brought on an 
attack of asthma. He is now under the 
care of a physician in the hotel. Later

Escape by Blevators Cut Off. 
The explosion occurred at 4:38 o’clock 
in the morning. The force of it shook 


for half a.mile was aroused by the 
crash. Many thought that the explosion 
in New Jersey had been repeated. Those 
living near the hotel ran to the street in 
what clothes they could put on hastily. 
In the hotel the screams of weémen could 


be heard in many of the upper windows 
ullding. he ammonia 
tank which exploded was near the ele- 
vator shafts, and the escaping gas made 
it impossible for the operators to run 
the cars. Escape by the main stairway. 
was cut off and the big lobby on the 
ground floor filled quickly with fumes. 

A. F. Haupt, the night clerk, stayed 
at his desk long enough to. send in a call 
to the Fire Department and to answer 
many of the telephone calls from. the 
guests’ rooms. When the first fire com- 
panies arrived the fire escapes on the 
Clark Street side of the hotel, runnirig 
up eleven stories, were filled with excited 
men and women. 

A second alarm was turned in, and this 
brought Deputy Fire Chief O’Hara. Un- 
der his direction the firemen turned their 
attention to reassuring the hotel guests. 
They warned the men ig! Pee oy to 
keep cool and then helped them to eo 
street. Some of those in the hi 
floors stayed at tkeir windows ca aay 
when they were told there was no dan- 
ger. Others fled to the roof to get away 
from the ammonia fumes. 

Around the cornér, in Hicks Street, 
where the hotel property rungs along for 
a block, Battalion Chief George Harri- 
gan and the firemen of Engine Company 
2038 ran up- ladders to a four-story annex 
of the hotel.. From this ~ wy there 
was no exif to the street... long 
corridors, leading to the stairs ond fire 
esca: in the rear were filled with am- 
monia fumes, and a score or more 
guests ran to the windows, appeeling 
to the firemen to help them. : 


Women Carried Down Ladders. 


These were taken down the ladders by 
the firemen. Two of them were women, 
and they were so excited that they were 
on the point of jumping out of a win- 
dow, but Battalion Chief Harrigan and 
his men stopped them. All of them 
were taken to the street safely. When 
Deputy Chief O’Hara realized the na- 
ture of the explosion he sent for the 
rescue squad from Manhattan. Under 
Chief ‘“‘Smoky Joe"? Martin, the mem- 
bers of this squad, with their smoke 
helmets, entered the building and ¢es- 
corted many of the guests to the street. 

A call was sent to every hospital in 
the lower part of Brooklyn, Ambulances 
from the Methodist Episcopal, Cumber- 
land, Long Island, Brooklyn, and Holy 
Family Hespitals ‘brought a dozen sur- 
geons to the hotel. Two pulmotors were 
called for also. 

The firemen had great difficulty in 
getting to the ammonia tank in the base- 
ment, as the fumes were so stifling 
they had to work in relief squads. Lines 
of hose were run into the cellar through 
the sidewalk grating. After a while. the 
rescue squad shut o f the supply of am- 
monia and thereby prevented more of 
fhe fumes from going through the build-

Fire Marshal Thomas -.Brophy- found 
that the cylinder head of the ammonia 
tank, which contained about ten tons of 
the liquid, had blown off, letting the 
fumes escape. The concrete casing re- 
mained intact, and it was said this pre- 
vented an explosion that- might have 
wrecked the building. The only dam 
done was to the ammonia plant. e 
loss was said to be $25, ter in the 
day an investigation, conducted by the 
Fire Department showed that flawed 
steam pipe leading to the ref —— 
plant burst, and e live oteate, ayed 
on the ammonia tank of the ice akeiees 
causing it to explod 

There were ten mer at work in the 
basément at the time, and the first noise 
they heard was the escapin steam. 
They tried to shut off the supply of am- 
monia, but the escaping fumes drove 
them back, and they fled from the build- 
ng.

NEW YORK A ZINC PRODUCER 


St. Lawrence County. Makes First 
Commercial Shipments. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, Aug. 6.—The exploitation 
of zinc ores in St.. Lawrence County 
during the last year, resulting in the 
first commercial shipments of that 
mineral from a New York locality, and 
the output of 11,095,301 barrels. of salt, 
placing New. York in the.front rank 
among the salt-producing’ sections of 
the country, are the. principal matters 
considered in the annual report of Dr. 
John M. Clarke, Director of Science, to 
the University of New York. 

The development of the zinc industry 
is regarded as of great importance, and 
has received more than usual attention 
on account of the recent abnormal po- 
sition of the zinc trade which arose 
from the exclusion of German supplics 
in the world markets and which 
brought about a rise in prices. 

The St. Lawrence County deposits be- 
long to a rather uncommon type, but 
their operation has been attended by 
encouraging results, so much so that 


the. future of the industry In that sec- 
tion seems assured. Occurrences of 
ores have been uncovered in different 
places within a district some twelve 
infles long and from one to three miles 
wide that includes parts of the towns 
of Edwards and Fowler, on the Adiron- 
dack border.

In recognition of his twetity-two 
years of faithful service, Captain Krei- 
bohm receives an allowance from the 
International Mercantile von Com- 
pany, but has found it insufficient to 
support his family. Being forced, at the 
age of fifty-two yéars, to give up the 
career of a lifetime, Captain Kreibohm 
finds himself a fish out of water whén

It was only a few days before his 
command. was taken away from .him 
that Captain Kreibohm received from 
the British Government a silver tray 
bearing this inscription: 

Presented by the British Government to 
Paul H. Kreibohm, master of the steam- 
ship Kroonland of New York, in acknowl- 
edgment of his fiumanit and kindness to 
the shipwrecked crew and passengers of the 
steamship Volturno of London, which was 
burned in the North Atiantic Ocean on 
Oct. 9, 1913. 

On June 29 of this year Captain Krei- 
bohm received the American Cross of 
Honor for bravery in speeding. in re- 
sponse to the wireless call of the burn- 
ing Volturnho and rescuing the crew and 
passengers. - King Albert of Belgium 
made pim Knight of the Belgian Crown 
for thé Volturno rescue. 

The only reason that he was unac- 
ceptable to the British as a commander 
after the war began was the fact that 
his father was German. Captain Krei- 
bohm was born in Hanover before it 
was incorporated in the German Em- 
pire, but was taken by his family to 
Antwerp. when he was one yéar old. He 
has been an American citizen for twen- 
ty-four years. His wife is a Igian, 
and both of his children were orn Ri 
Antwerp. The Kroonland td 
American flag, but was undér rites 
control.

GOVERNMENT AID IN JERSEY. 


Federal Physicians to Assist State 
Authorities in War on Paralysis.

WASHINGTON, Aug. 6—On account 
of the outbreak of infantile paralysis on 
the New Jersey coast, the Secretary of 
the Treasury has directed the United 
States Public Service to co-operate with 
the New Jersey health authorities in the 
same manner as the Public Health Serv- 
ice has been doing in New York. Dr.

36 MORE ILL IN WESTCHESTER. 


County Authorities. to Ask Fund 
for an Isolation Hospital. 


With eighty-seven cases of infantile 
paralysis in Westchester County, thirty- 
six of them reported on Saturday and 
yesterday, the authorities of the county, 
it was said last night, had planned 
drastic action to check further spread 
of the disease. Five cases were discov- 
ered yesterday in North Tarrytown, 
where John D. Rockefeller lives, and Dr. 
Amoss of the Rockefeller Institute, said 
there was no mistake in the diagnosis 
of any of them. Dr. Amoss also diag- 
nosed yesterday the first case reported 
in White Plains. 

He and Dr. Coles were sent to West- 
chester County by the Rockefeller In- 
stitute, it was said last night, to assist 
in the fight against poliomyelitis. They 
were in conference for two da:$s with V. 
Everit Macy, County Superintendent of 
the Poor. They told Mr. Macy accord- 
ing to report, that the institute would 
not aid in the fight against the disease 
unless the county opened an isolation 
hospital. 

Mr. Macy, who favors the erection ‘of 
temporary shacks on the Cochran farm 
recently acquired by the county, will ap- 
pear today before the Board of Super- 
visors at White Plains to ask for an 
appropriation of $30,000 for the purpose. 
If the money is voted it is estimated that 
the temporary isolation hospital will be 
ready for occupancy within a week.
